MAKING THINGS DO. 


Willing Sacrifices People Will Make In 
Time of War. 

Net the only heroes of war were 
those who bore the musket and sword. 
The women and children who stayed 
at home and kept up heart in spite of 
tie privations of siege are to be num- 
bered among the valiant. A glimpse 
of some of the southern domestic econ- 
omies during the civil war is given by 
Miss M. J. Walsh in her personal rec- 
oliections printed by the Mississippi 
Historical society: 

Among the glorious achievemerts of 
that time the makeshifts at home de- 
serve recognition, for they represent 
ingenuity and willing sacrifice. As 
various articies gave out substitutes 
were found. If no substitute could be 
invented for an article we simply did 
without. 

Coffee, the southerners’ daily bever- 
age, was mannofactured from parched 
corn, burnt corn bread, even burnt 
molasses. Sweet potatoes cut into 
small squares, dried, parched and 
ground were also used. The stimulat- 
ing effect was lacking, but it was all | 
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the better for our nerves. For tea, 
young raspberry leaves dried were 
used. 


Sugar was a serious problem, and. 
molasses was as precious as sugar. 

“What shall we do when the present 
supply of Loutsiana molasses gives | 
out?’ was a burning question, and the ' 
only answer was, “Do without.”

to King and country. The writer numbers 
imong her friends srveral members of the 
Daughters of the Revolution, andin con- 
versation with them the fact that the aver- 
ige. American underestimates the social 
standing held by the Loyalists prior to the 
yutbreak of the war is very apparent, In 
she majority of cases the Loyalists were 
lescendants of promivent old-world families, 
[hey were cultured and often wealtby, and 
Canada to-day can look back as proudly to 
ger ‘Loyalist Makers” as does old England 
io her Saxon and Norman ancestors. 

One's first visit in Adolphustown is 
aaturally to the old graveyard. This is no 
opger used now, bat a handsome grey 
granite monument about twelve feet high, 
tnd resting on a solid lumestone base, 
iakes the place of many ofthe old wooden 
ind limestone slabs that heretofore had 
yeen the sole means of preserving this spot 
'rom oblivion. A few of these old stones, 
‘udely chiselled, are still to be seen, but 
'rom most of ttem the names are partially 
xf wholly obliterated. The new monu- 
ment was erected atthe timéof the cen. 
ienvial celebration held here in 1884, It 
years the following inecription;—- 


In memory of the U, E. Loyalists who 
Through loyalty to British 
Institutions 
Left the U. S, and landed on these 
Shores on the 16th of 
June, A. D 1784.

He had three eoas, who were 
ikewise lawyers in their day. ‘I'wo ot 
‘hese sons were members of the old Upper 
vanada Parliament, and one of tham was a 
orominent member of the old “amily 
Jompact Government” Later thie son 
became # Chief Justice. He was the 
‘atber-in-Jaw of the late Hon. John Bever- 
ey Robinson, Lieut..Goveruor of Ontario.

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SHUSe SYNOD WUIS INCUIUGTS OF Loe OL Upper 
Canada Parliament, and one of them was a 
prominent member of the old “amily 
Compact Government” Later this son 
became a Chief Justice. He was the 
father-in-law of the late Hon. John Bever- 
ley Robinson, Lieut.-Goveruor of Ontario. 

A large new monument marks the Casey 
plot. Wallet Caeey was a member of the 
fourth Parliament, He was coneidered a 
very wealthy man in his day. His son, 
Captain Samuel Casey, is also buried here 
He was likewise a member of some of the 
early Parliaments, A number of the AIl- 
liron, Roblin, and Hoover ‘amilties sleep 
here, In fact, thereaie very few of the 
old families who settled in the Bay dis- 
trict but have.a representative here. 

The first interment made was that ofa 
little child, who died while the Loyalists 
wore still occupying the canvas tente with 
which the Government had supplied them. 
When the refugees reached here they were 
told that the business of surveying lota had 
not been completed, and that until that 
was finished no apportioument conld be 
made, as each family was to recelve its 
farm by “drawing lots’. It was while 
they waited that the little girl died, and 
was buried just back of the encampment 
The same summer Casper Hoover, who 
had scarcely taker possession of his land, 
and commenced the work of clearing away 
the foreet, was killed by a falling limb 
He was the second person buried here, 
His son Henry Hoover was taken prisoner 
during the war, and for two years was 
chained in a bare cell toa uegro, He was 
the only person not belonging to the Van 
Alstyne company, who drew land like the 
rest. Healso sleeps in the old burying 
ground, as does his mother, barbara Monk, 
who was a relative of Bardara Iieck, 

The second visit in Adolphustown would 
be pail to th® handsome new memorial 
church, St. Alban’s. ‘The corner-stone of 
this church was laid during the celebration 
week by Lieut..Govenor Hon. J. Beverly 
Robinson, A panel at the end of this 
church bears the followirg worde;'\(ine han- 
dred years after the landing of y bani] of 
United Empire Loyalists on these shores 
this church of St. Alban the Martyr is built 
in pigaus mpmory of those patrjqts who be 
came the founders of the Province of 
Ontario, in bonor of their loyalty and the 
fear of God 1884." This church was open- 
ed for service in 1890 and is a fitting monu- 
ment to those whose memory it was de- 
signed to perpetuate. 

Old St Paul's Church is now used as & 
church hall in connection with St. Alban’s 
It ie a roughcast building ina fair state of 
preservation. It was built in 1823 during 
the incumbency of Rev. Job Deacon, the 
first rector of Adolphustown. 

A Methodist U. KE. L. memorial church 
also graces the village. The corner-stone 
was laid by Mrs. Joseph Allison in 1884. 
Mrs. Allison was at that time the oldest 
surviying membor of the Methodist U- E. 
L. families. She was the «jaughter of 
Casper Hoover, of whom mention has been 
made. With reluctance one ii say to 
leave Adolphustoywn, the village that has 
cradled such families as the Allisons, Rob- 
lings, Ruttane, bogarte, Allens, Caseys, 
Dorlaode, Yan-Dusens, Hagermane, Huff. 
WNoxons, Trumpours, Watsons, Wrights, 
Hetersons, and many others whose names 
the writer does not recall,

CARE UF PIGS. 


Care means first, attention to details. 
See that every trough is clean, that all 
teeding floorS are also clean, that every 
seeping place is dry, absolutely ary. 
Never let the bedding become damp or 
sleaming. This may be quickly noted 
by examining the sleeping quarters. If 
in the spring, while the litters are com- 
ing, the beds should be changed almost 
every day, at least every two days, or 
you will find the tails ‘of your little 
pigs cracking and finally dropping off. 
Besides, when pigs go gut from a damp 
bed and come back @o it again they 
find it not only damp but cold. This 
would cause disorders, such as scours 
and mange, staring coats, and many 
yther ailments that go to make a litter 
unthrifty. Every time one. cleans out 
the bedding he should sweep out lue 
rlace and disinfect in some way 
make the pen sweet and clean. A little 
au-slaked lime is good to scatter over 
ihe floor after cleaning. It is also a 
good plan tovscatter this along the fence 
where the pigs run and over the feed- 
ing floor and about the troughs. ' 

Should you be troubled with that 
great pest, hog lice, you must get rid 
of them, either by dipping the pigs in 
some dip thet will clear them out or 
by sprinkling them thoroughly with ‘t. 
Crude oil or zenoleum will soon rid you 
of this pest if you go at it and follow 
it up two or three times. You should 
also use the zenoleum or dip on the 
floors of the sleeping place as well or 
you will never get’ rid of the trouble, 
fui pigs going back to infected quar- 
ters afler being treated sunply get more 
orm them. 

Keep as few pigs of the same size to- 
gether as you can im one lot or place. 
Even if breeding hogs for market this 
is better than to herd large numbers to- 
gether, as the stronger will naturally 
crowd out the weaker, and soon many 
c{ the lot will become stunted, and, 
cnce a pig is stunted, he never fully re- 
covers. Fight to ten in a lot. ff breed- 
ing for breeders, is best, and by this 
tnethod you will seldom, if ever, have 
runt on the farm.

KEEPING CHICKS GROWING. 


Do not feed a young chick until it ss 
from thirty to forty hours old, says 
Miller Purvis. When a chick is lirst 
hatched, the yolk that was in the egg 
lies in the stomach of the chick in ex- 
ectly the same condition it was in, the 
day the egy was laid. Incubation does 
not effect the volk in any way. ‘This 


i? by the chick for the first day of its 
life. It contains fat with ‘s hich to 
raimtain vital heat and for the produc- 
lion of energy. As the yolk is asami- 
lated the chick gains in strength, and 
at the end of thirty-six hours it ls ready 
to begin taking care of itself, as far us 
eating and indigestion is concerned. 
The first feed should be dry oatmeal, 
the kind known as slee. cul oats cr 
pinhead oatmeal, or better yet, one uf 
the chick foods prepared for sale by 
nearly every incubator manufacturer or 
poultry supply house in this country, 
Often these prepared foods are for sale 
in grocery stores. In the absence cf 
any of these foods, cracked wheat, mil- 
seed. even stale bread crumbs 
may be substituted.

‘Elsewhere in this paper will be found 
the financial statement, which was sub- 
mitted to the shareholders of the Im-

In this connection 
Wwe may urge upon Parlrament that 
there is no necessily for new banks. 
snd that all applications for incorpora- 
tion should be absolutely refused. With 
ihe provision to” increase the Bank’s 
capilal from time to time, as it may be 
needed. it will be in a position to meet 
ali public requirements, and fo keep 
pace with the general improvement and 
development which is apparent all over 
the Dominion. It is cause for regret 
that the experienced and able general 
manager did not give an extensive re- 
view of the country’s trade prospects. 
fom these-are always received with the 
greatest attention. Such a “review 
would have been highly appreciated, 
but those who were wont to rely upon 
it as a guide and finger post; will have 
to trust for better things next year. in 
the meantime. the Bank, which has a 
reserve fund equal fo ils total paid-up 
capital of $4,773,948, will continue to 
enjoy and grow in the confidence of 
the publi¢ to such an extent that its 
total authorized capital will be paid. up 
to meet the increasing demands upon 
ils’ usefulness. The extent to which it 
enjoys public confidence is seen in the 
fact that its deposits amount to the 
lurge sum of 31,928,099. These are pro- 
tected by assets amounting to $45.641.- 
257. Of the latter, no less a sum than 
that of $18.878,042 are readily available. 
The financial statements will be read 
with renewed interest, in view of the 
forward steps which the Bank has under 
consideration.

“The boat is equipped with a: tank 
capable of standing a pressure of 500 
pounds to the square inch, fitted with 
tubes. and other medng for rapid heat- 
ing, which would contain (say) fifty. gal- 
lons of a non-explosive anaesthetic, with 
further supply from which to draw, and 
connected by strong tubing with a punc- 
turing gun (entirely new) which fires a 
tube up through the outer and inner bot- 
toms of the ship attacked. To this the 
flexible tubing is attached and the anaes- 
thetic turned on. If injected under heavy 
pressure in the form of steam it will per- 
meate the ship as far as clear openings 
will permit, and if administered any- 
where between the masts (or about 200 
feet in ships of the New Jersey class) it 
will effectually put out of action the 
men operating the boilers and engines, 
thereby putting the ship practically out 
of commission, as all functions on ship- 
board depend directly or indirectly on 
steam suppl¥ for operation.”

BEER DRIVES OUT ABSINTHE. 


France Takes More of the Former and 
Less of the Latter. 


The consumption of beer in) France 
has increased by moe than 40 per cent. 
during the last five years. In 1906 it 
reached the imposing: tutal of 317,040.- 
Uv gallons, 

It does not appear that the increased 
use of beer has diminished in the slight- 
est degre the consumption ef wine and 
cider. But Consul Mason is quoted in 
Feonfort’s Wine and Spirit Circular as 
suying that, us ae consumption of beer 
increases, that 6f alcohol, especially in 
the perilous form of absinthe, is slow- 
ly but steadily decreasing. 

The statisties of 1904 show that dur- 
ing that- year the amouht of absinthe 
scld for drinking purposes in Frence 
fell off more tham 130,000 galhons, cr 
2.8 per cent. This is nol a sweeping 
or cenclusive reform, but statistics 
seam to sltow that the maximum danger 
point has been passed. 

Much of the beer is imported for pur 
perts to be so) from Pilsen and Munich, 
though#most of the leading breweries 
in other German citics have Paris ag- 
encies and, distribute thelr beer to re- 
tailers. This entails high prices to con- 
sumers, as there is a heavy import 
duty. Under the stimulus of this pro- 
tection the brewing Mdustry of France 
has developed rapidly both im respect 
to quantily and quality of its product.

A greal change has come to pass, how- 
ever, and it will interest all who have 
known Mount Morgan as the most won- 
derful gold mine in the world. 

Prof. J. W. Gregory. whe  orcupies 
the chair of geology in the University 
of Glusgow, has just issued his book 
on Australia, whieh is partly the re- 
sult of duis extended studies in that 
continent for several vears., He suys 
that the gold of Mount Morgan has been 
decreasing in quantity and thee the 
niountain is rapidly changing into a low 
prade copper proposition. = The com- 
pany is preparing now to extract the 
o pper values, for it is believed that the 
testory of Mount Morgan as a greal 
producer is practically closed. 

Mount Morgan is in the southeastern 





part of Queensland. It is @ curious

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The Horse’s Ancestors. 

Lovers of horses may be delighted 
with the distinguished genealogy which 
geologists have completed for that fa- 
vored animal. At least the names of 
the horse's ancestors» look very distin- 
guished. ~ Here is the list, with the geo- 
logical eras in which each lived, as ar- 
ranged by Professor W. N. Rice: The 
line of descent begins with Hyracothe- 
rium and Eohippus of the lower eocene 
age. Then follow Protorohippus and 
Orohippus of the middle eocene; Epi- 
hippus of the upper eocene; Mesohip- 
pus of the oligocene; Anchitherium of 
the lower miocene; Parahippus, Proto- 
hippus and Pliohippus of the middle 
and upper miocene, and finally Equus 
of the pliocene and the quaternary, 
from which the modern horse directly 
descends. Ilipparion and Hippidium 
represented ancient side branches that

Up — Will be Offset by Higher 
Wages. . > 


There is at. least a prospect that she 
average price of commodities and there- 
fore the average cost of living will, be- 
fcte very -long, reach the highest level 
since the civil war, says the New York 
Sun. It is already at the highest level 
since 1877, and if the world’s crops 
were to run seriously short this year. 
{he average must be raised with a good 
ceal of rapidity. Since Walter Bagehot 
took charge of it, half a century ago the 
London Economist has regularly pub- 
lished an “index number” computed 
from the wholesale prices of forty- 
seven typical commodities on the Lon- 
don and Manchester markets. Taking 
(he index number at the @pening cf 
each year from 1850, the alternate up- 
ward and downward swing of commo- 
dity prices may be thus summarized:

PROBLEMS OF PROSPERITY. 


What this present showing means 
as regards the household expenses of 
tho people, is plain enough. But the 
market's interest in it has to do with 
its bearing on the problems of pros- 
perity. trade “booms” or reactions, 
and financial values. The column of 
“high levels” in the table printed above, 
at once suggests one interesting fact. 
The three dates, 1864, 1873, and 1891 
shortly preceded three periods of fam- 
cus economic phenomena—the financia! 
collapse of 1866, of 1873, and of 1893. 
Loose inferences from analogies of this 
sert are dangerous; but they at least 
call up the question whether achieve: 
ment of “new high records” in 1907 
bodes well or ill for finance in general. 

TWO ALTERNATIVES. 

There are two conflicting answers. 
One is, that in so far as the continu. 
ing increase of gold production is re- 
sponsible for the high prices, it may 
aiso be relied on for continuing trade 
profits and industrial prosperity. The 
cther is, that at sorne point rise in cost 
of living to consumers will compel te- 
duction in their purchases; this, pos- 
sibly, at a time when rise in the price 
of crude material keeps working expen- 
ses at high notch for the manufacturer. 
Between these two alternatives, predic- 
tion of the future must Choose. The op- 
timist infers that so unparalleled an in- 
crease in gold output as exists to-day 
means invincible financial strength, and 
that higher prices for commodities will 
be offset by larger profits from indus- 
{ry and increased wages. The pessi- 
mist replies that the great gold output 
has been swallowed up Mm an even more 
greatly expanded speculation, and that 
the tise in wages has an inevitable

Problem Solved in Various Ways in 
Various “Lands, 


How is an orange to be eaten is the 
problem that a Berlin writer. tries to 
solve by describing the customs of var- 
jous countries, A grumpy old naval offi- 

‘tis quoled as saying : “T prefer to eat 
tuine in a buthtub.” He unduubtedly in- 
dicated the difficulty which «pstralns 
muny persons from attackiM® Nhe lus- 
cious fruit in public. 

The Italian takes his orange in the 
most matter of fact way of any nation- 
ality. Vo him it is a fruit, not 4 prob- 
lem. He is not the victim gf self-con- 
S\ Rasniess, and dripping tings or Jips 
or even a golden stain on his shirt bosom 
dees not embarrass him. So he simply 
breaks the skin, peels back am urea of il 
und bites into the deltcious pulp with 
simple sincerity. But he does not swal- 
low the flesh of the orange; only the 
juke. No consideration of table man- 
ners would induce hit to tax his sto- 
much With the fibre aftér he had pressed 
out the sy evliess between his teeth. 

The tropical countries of Spanish 
America are credited wilh a manner all 
their own of sulvingg the orange propost- 
tion. Their fruit is of the thin-skinned, 
loosely adhering species. An equatorial 
cirele is drawn about the yellow globe 
with a deftness of touch thal avoids all 
the fruity parts. The skin is tien turned 
hack toward the polar regions in_ the 
form of an inverted cup. Then the 
orange is cut through. Eactr half stays 
balanced on the top of skin by which the 
operator holds if, as he bites awiy thie 
loosely clinging segments one by one 
first having removed the seeds with fits 
silver knife. 

In North America, the German author- 
jv says, the majority. of people sunply 
ent the orange amidships “with a knife 
specially preps ured will a@ saw edge.” 
Next a layer of sugar ts plastered over it. 
Then the pulp and juice are dug out of 
the peel, section by secUon, with silver 
Gy gold spoons specially fabricated for 
the piygpose and known a5 orange 
Spoons. 

The United States is further credited 
with a way of dealing with the orange 
in combination which *utones for the 
wickedness of eating it with sugar. This 
‘lish is prepared by skinning the orange 
thoroughly. every particle of the whittle 
lining of the skin being removed. Then 
it is cut up and mined with slices of 
banana and sometimes sirips of sweet 
apples. Sugar may be used on this, und 
the dish is laid on ice Twitil it is very 
eol@. It may be flavored with a glass of 
sherry or a jiltle rum or with a dash of 
miaraschino. The fragrance and taste of 
these mingled fruits are a jy to the soul 
in summer. 

In Germany the orange is usually 
placed on the table whole. No man is 
ever known to tackle one, but some wo- 
man will often take pity on her side 
partner. extricale the fruit froin the 
skin and share it with him. 

The German way is to pass the fruit 
i knife around the orange from one pole 
to near the other several times, dividing 
the skin into eight or ten sections. 
These are then stripped back like the 
pelals of a flower and the natural sec- 
tions of the orange are freed from each 
other and spread out in the hollow of the 
skin. ‘They can then be det tached with- 
out a struggle and eaten without the 
shedding of a drop of.juice. 

In England only the juice is used -in 
polite so ‘iety. The orange is-eut in two 
and the attack is made. on it with a 
spoon. 

France has no canon of orange eal- 
ing, but it has a specially in the con- 
sumption of orangeade. This is made by 
squeezing the fuice from the orange with 
q little of the aromatic essence from the 
peel. This is mixed with water, cooled 
and sweetened, and is said to be quite as 
refreshing and far more healthful than 
lemonade.

A despatch from Belleville says: Wm. 
Beye Stuarl, better. known as “Hod”

As quickly 
as possible, he was raised up and taken 
on shore, byt it was evident that life 
jwas extinct, Dr. Yeomans was soon 
upon the scene, and upon examination 
discovered that the victim in diving 
had struck his head upon the rocks, 
causing a fracture of the skull and dis- 
location of the°’neck. Death was in- 
slantaneous. ° 

Stuart, who was 24 years of age, was 
born at Ottawa. His father, Wm. 
Stuart, was in the city, having the con- 
tract for the erection of the drill shed, 
and the son was superintendending the 
work, Deceased was married, and in 
addition to his widow, two small chil- 
aren survive. The mother, one brother 
and two sisters are living in Ottawa, 
where the remains were sent at mid- 
night after being prepared for burial.

Gonditions Are Appalling in the Upper 
Ottawa Valley. 


A despatch from Ottawa says: Mr.

TROOPS GIVING TROUBLE 





Kiev Mutiny Has Been Followed By 
Other Outbreaks. 


A despatch from St. Petersburg ‘says: 
Details of the mutiny of sappers at 
Kiev show that it was only suppressed 
afler a bloody engagement ut midnight, 
June 17, between the mutineers and 
loyal troops. About sevenly men were 
killed or wounded. 

The muliny was plaaned to coincide 
with a political strike, ds a reply (

the dissolution of Parliament, involv- 


ing (he railroads, telegraphs amd mails. 

The decision of wun revolutionary 
staff here to refrain from demeonstra- 
tions was disObeved by the hot-headed 
sappers. At) midnight, June 17,. five 
bundred men at a given signal'left their 
Leds, disarmed the sentries, hurriedly 
dressed, obtained possession of their 
rifles, broke into an armory, sécured 
a nuinber of loaded cartridges and they 
marched lo the camp square. and fired 
a volley in the air, 


REFUSED TO SURRENDBR. 


The officer on duly, Captain Akuloff, 
ran oul and addressed’ the mulineers, 
persuading them to disperse, He then 
called out another battalion, drew the 
men-up and led a charge on the mutin- 
eers, ordering them to surrender. Upon 


their refusal to do so, Captain Akulolf 
crdered “the troops to fire and fell dead 
hunself ut the lirst volley. The lighting ~ 
continued for several minutes. Half a 
dozen soldiers were “Killed and, about 
Sixty were wotnded. Finaliy the mu- 
tineers, who had nv NiicerST io leaders 
und no plans, wavered and fled. Two 
ltindred’ and fifty were captured, but 
193 eluded ‘Pursuit and hid in the cily. 
TROUBLE AT KALUGA. &

fantry. division, stationed at Kaluga.
